As I don’t have an unlimited 
budget (large rocks moved 
to your garden is pricey) I 
brought home whatever I 
could carry alone or with the 
help of someone nearby. My 
first were purloined from the 
farm where my grandmother 
used to live and where I spent 
my summers. I brought home 
six or seven, ten to twelve 
inch stones of varying shapes. 

There’s another limitation 
to numbers by my husband 
who doesn’t really 
understand this passion so 
when he’s at the scene my 
stone greed is much more 
subdued. Now everywhere I 
go I bring back a stone or two. 

No, my place doesn’t really 
look like a quarry. There are 
a few bigger ones, giving 
definition to the plants 
around them. But I now have 
a use for the smaller ones in 
pots of succulents. 

In this pot I have a piece 
of granite from Georgian 


Bay, a small black stone from 
Prague, a street paver from 
Berlin (no, it wasn't stolen, it 
was in a pile of rubble) and a 
piece of flint from Norwich, 
England. It's perhaps a 
blessing that we don’t travel 
often. Then there are the eight 
to ten I purloined from a pile 
of rubble on a new extension 
of an off ramp on the 410 
near Cobourg. I love piles of
